The  Dorchester  Planning  Board  has  been  working  to  clarify 
and  up-date  Dorchester's  Subdivision  and  Land  Use 
Regulations.  With  the  help  of  the  Upper  Valley  Lake 
Sunapee  Regional  Planning  Commission  and  The  New 
Hampshire  Municipal  Association,  we  were  able  to  clarify 
what  constitutes  a  "lof  for  subdivision  purposes. 

Parcels  of  land  in  the  Town  of  Dorchester  are  divided  up 
into  "Lots"  and  assigned  numbers  for  taxation  purposes 
only.  They  do  not  negate  the  definition  of  "lot"  as  set  forth  in 
the  Subdivision  and  Land  Use  Regulations.  The  question 
of  "what  is  a  lot7'  can  be  defined  only  by  a  separate  deed 
register  with  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  Grafton  County. 

We  welcomed  John  A.  Cote  as  a  member  of  the  Planning 
Board  and  liaison  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  in 
September.  John  is  a  life  time  resident  of  the  Town  and 
brings  with  him  his  expertise  in  roads,  soils  and  bridges. 

The  Planning  Board  still  has  openings  on  it,  and  are  in 
desperate  need  of  anyone  who  would  be  willing  to  work  on 
a  Capital  Improvement  Plan  for  the  Town.  Feel  free  to 
contact  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  any  member  of  the 
Planning  Board  for  information. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  the  second  Wednesday  of  each 
month.  A  calendar  of  scheduled  meetings  is  posted  on 
each  of  the  Towns  two  bulletin  boards.

The  Dorchester  Historical  Museum  enjoyed  another 
rewarding  season  in  1998. 

Many  more  pictures  of  former  residents  and  old  homes 
were  brought  in  by  the  many  visitors  who  came  to  browse  or 
to  search  out  data  for  their  own  family  trees. 

We  were  troubled  by  one  major  problem  brought  on  by  the 
closing  of  the  Dorchester  Community  Library  in  July. 

When  the  Articles  of  Agreement  for  the  Dorchester 
Historical  Society  were  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  of 
New  Hampshire  in  1 977,  the  Library  was  named  as  the 
recipient  of  the  contents  of  the  Museum  should  the  Society 
ever  be  dissolved. 

While  we  do  not  anticipate  this,  we  felt  that  a  change  should 
be  made  in  these  Articles  of  Agreement.  We  believed  that 
any  such  change  would  require  a  vote  of  the  Town  and 
sought  legal  advice  on  this  matter. 

The  Town  Attorney  drafted  a  Warrant  Article  which  is  being 
included  in  the  Town  Warrant  for  the  meeting  of  March  9, 
1999. 

This  Warrant  Article  will  be  presented  and  explained  at  the 
First  Deliberative  Session  on  February  6,  1999.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEIV  AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest 
Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is 
required  t>efore  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire 
permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators 
are  also  liable  for  all  tire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are 
available  to  assist  communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and 
training  programs  as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timt)er  harvest 
laws.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws, 
please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  \Afeirdens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens 
throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy 
Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention, 
and  law  enforcement.  Early  in  1998  we  experienced  an  ice  storm,  which  caused 
severe  damage  to  forests  of  New  Hampshire.  This  damage  created  a  greater 
potential  fire  hazard  as  well  as  safety  hazards  to  many  areas  of  the  state.  Your 
local  fire  warden  and  Forest  Rangers  need  your  assistance  in  preventing  wildfires 
in  hard  hit  areas  and  throughout  {t\e  State.  If  you  need  assistance  or  information 
dealing  with  ice  damaged  woodlands,  please  call  1-800-44-8978. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers.  2  mobile  patrols 
and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid 
in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in 
controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and 
suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

The  Council  is  an  organization  dedicated  to  promoting  community-wide 
approaches  which  support  the  development  of  healthy  youths  and  their  families. 
The  Council  currently  coordinates  five  programs  which  are  available  to  people  in 
Eastern  Grafton  County: 

1  .   Juvenile  Court  Diversion  -  a  voluntary  program  for  first-time 
juvenile  offenders  which  holds  them  accountable  for  their  actions.  Volunteers 
from  the  community  develop  a  contract  with  each  youth  and  family.  Contracts 
nnay  include  community  service,  referrals  to  other  agencies  and  programs, 
personal  development  tasks,  etc.  We  have  found  that,  of  the  youths  who 
graduated  from  Diversion  in  1 996  and  1 997,  92%  have  not  committed  a 
subsequent  offense  since,  saving  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  court-ordered 
services. 

2.  OSS  (Opportunities  for  Suspended  Students)  -  This 
program  works  with  students  and  families  from  Ryrrwuth  Regional  High  School 
who  are  at-risk  of  losing  course  credit  due  to  repeated  suspensions. 

3.  The  Challenge  Course  -  a  15-hour  early  intervention  program  for 
teens  which  focuses  on  alcohol,  tobacco  and  other  drugs.  Teens  in  the  small 
groups  are  asked  to  assess  their  relatbnships  with  these  substances  and  learn 
what  they  can  do  to  reduce  their  use  or  stop  using  entirely.  Of  all  the  youths  who 
successfully  completed  the  program  in  1996  and  1997,  not  one,  0%  has  re- 
offended. 

4 .  OCTAA  (On  Campus  Talking  About  Alcohol  &  Other 
Drugs)  -  offered  in  cooperation  with  local  polrce  departments  and  Plyrrrauth 
State  College,  OCTAA  provides  an  effective  educational  opportunity  for  anyone 
t>etween  the  ages  of  18-21 .  This  is  also  a  lifetime  risk-reduction  program  on  the 
use  and  abuse  of  drugs. 

5  .    Information  and  Referral  -  provides  area  residents  with  a  clearing 
house  of  information  on  regional  human  servrce  agencies  and  programs.  People 
with  a  variety  of  needs  can  receive  free  and  confidential  assistance  on  how  to 
access  these  resources.  Callers  ask  how  to  report  child  abuse,  how  to  access 
public  assistance  or  counseling  services,  where  to  find  after-school  activities  for 
children,  etc.  The  Council  distributed  nearly  2000  comprehensive  Grafton 
County  Resource  Guides  in  1998  to  help  towns,  polrce,  schools  and  other  human 
service  providers  find  services  for  the  people  they  work  with.

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Regional  Planning  Commission  is  a  voluntary 
association  of  31  communities.  The  Commission  is  concerned  with  the 
development  of  comprehensive  plans  for  beneficial  and  balanced  economic, 
environmental  and  social  growth  in  the  Region.  It  functions  as  a  research, 
resource,  and  informational  agency  and,  when  appropriate,  acts  to  obtain 
Federal,  State  and  other  approvals,  grants-in-aid,  loans  and  similar  assistance 
for  individual  memtjer  tovms  and  for  the  Region.  The  Commission  provides 
technical  assistance  to  memt>er  communities  in  the  ares  of  planning  (land  use, 
transportation,  water  quality,  etc.)  mapping,  community  development, 
grantsmanship  and  grant  administration.  In  addition,  regional  studies  such  as 
our  Regional  Transportation  Plan,  and  regional  projects,  such  as  the  household 
hazardous  waste  collections,  the  nomination  of  the  Cold  River  to  the  N.H.  Rivers 
fvlanagement  and  Protection  Program,  and  the  Lake  Sunapee  and  Connecticut 
River  Scenic  Byway  Studies,  are  undertaken  to  the  benefit  of  more  than  one 
community. 

In  the  past  year,  services  such  as  our  Planning  Board  training  series  and  library, 
which  features  nnaps,  planning  resources  and  US  Census  data,  were  available  to 
all  of  our  menijer  communities.  Dorchester  residents,  staff  and  board  members 
have  take  advantage  of  some  of  these  services. 

In  1998,  our  work  specifically  for  the  Town  of  Dorchester  included: 

•Advised  on  need  to  constitute  Board  of  Adjustment  to  approve  variance 
of  lot  size  to  allow  subdivision  of  two  fully  developed  sites  on  lot  too  small 
for  two  lot  subdivision.

*  Discussed  GIS  data  and  services  available  tor  natural  resource 
inventories  and  regulatory  techniques  for  land  protection. 

*  Provided  map  of  the  town's  stratified  drift  aquifers  and  map  of 
conservation  land  and  rare  species  occurrences. 

•Contacted  USDA  Rural  Development  to  facilitate  funding  for 
improvements  to  town,  offices. 

•Worked  with  local  groups  in  town  to  prepare  a  list  of  important  natural 
and  cultural  resources  which  submitted  to  the  N.H.  Land  and  Cultural 
Heritage  Commission.

REPORT 

ICE  STORM  JANUARY  7-10.  1998 

While  Dorchester  residents  slept  warm  and  secure  in  their  beds,  the 
STORM  silently  caressed  part  of  the  town  with  ICE.   By  2:30  a.m. 
Thursday,  20%  of  the  town  's  clocks  and  refrigerators  winked  out,  and 
the  night  wore  on  silent  and  peaceful. 

As  people  arose  to  go  to  work,  they  found  the  storm  was  pelting  ice 
crystals  and  freezing  rain. 

Thursday  night,  the  Town  Selectmen  met  at  6:30  p.m.  to  conduct  the 
regular  business  of  the  town.  Just  as  the  meeting  was  about  to  be 
called  to  order,  the  lights  blinked  and  the  furnace  gave  a  couple  of  sighs 
and  shuddered  into  silence.  The  storm  began  to  challenge  the  Town  of 
Dorchester.  David  Morrill  went  to  get  a  propane  lantern  and  once  lit, 
the  meeting  opened  and  continued  well  into  the  night.  A  lonely  single 
light  in  an  old  fashion  school  house,  became  a  reminder  of  another 
time.  When  the  storm  finally  gripped  the  Selectmen's  meeting  with  its 
dominating,  ice  cold  grip,  the  people  were  forced  to  retire  to  their 
homes.  1 00%  of  Dorchester  lay  dark,  cold  and  silent,  except  for  the 
regular  passing  of  plow  trucks  with  their  yellow  strobes  piercing  the 
night  as  they  sanded;  a  split  second  of  light  before  darkness  resumed. 
It  was  a  lonely,  black,  dangerous  night!  ;

Residents  awoke  Friday  morning  to  find  no  power  and  no  phones. 
Many  stayed  home  from  work  to  begin  emergency  preparations.  Some 
used  wood  fires,  others  accustomed  to  the  loss  of  power,  started  their 
generators  and  sent  a  quiet  murmur  across  the  ice  covered  woods. 
People  who  did  go  out  were  shocked  at  how  much  ice  covered  the 
trees  and  blocked  the  roads.  Most  memorable,  however,  was  the  loud, 
continual  "gun  shot"  like  sound  of  trees  and  limbs  snapping  under  the 
pressure  of  the  ice.  This  continued  for  two  days  and  nights!  As  a 
result.  Route  118  and  River  Road  were  closed  to  traffic  for  many  hours, 
(see  photo  1,  page  25).  Residents  along  Route  118  had  power  restored 
at  approximately  6:30  p.m.  Friday.  Still,  80%  of  the  town  was  without 
power. 

People  awoke  Saturday  morning  to  the  sound  of  chain  saws,  as  the 
Town,  State  and  Power  Company  struggled  to  cut  civilization  from 
beneath  the  downed  trees  and  broken  power  poles.  Five  men  and  a 
skidder  began  to  clear  the  roads  so  people  could  begin  to  move  about. 
The  night  closed  sad  for  some,  as  they  drained  their  water  and  left  for 
friends  or  relatives  close  and  afar.  Sunday,  cameras  and  the  curious 
went  about  viewing  and  admiring  the  beauty  and  power  of  God  that  had 
visited  their  lives,  (see  photo  2  and  3)  75%  of  the  town  was  still  without 
power.  Many  people  begin  to  realize  the  amount  of  damage  and  begin 
to  make  repairs.   Phone  service  is  intermittent.

Even  the  smallest  twigs  were  encased  in  ice 
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On  Monday,  Emergency  Management  Director,  David  Morrill  and  the 
Selectmen  decide  to  open  an  Emergency  Shelter  at  the  Town  Hall, 
which  had  no  power.  The  Power  Company  was  contacted  along  with 
State  Emergency  Management  Headquarters  in  Concord,  in  order  to 
have  a  line  run  to  the  Town  Hall  so  the  shelter  could  be  opened  by  5:00 
p.m.  that  night.  Some  residents  promised  to  come,  but  when  the  power 
to  the  Town  Hall  was  repaired  40%  more  residents  got  power.  Residents 
in  the  deeper  woods  and  along  River  Road  were  still  without  power. 

It  took  seven  days  for  everyone  to  get  power. 

The  world  appeared  civilized  again,  but  looking  to  the  mountains  one 
could  see  the  naked,  ice  covered  trees,  as  they  stood  topless  and 
broken;  a  silent  witness  to  the  trauma  they  had  endured! 

UP-DATE  FEBRUARY  1999:  The  Town  of  Dorchester  chipped  and 
shipped  approximately  328  tons  of  demolished  wood  and  storm 
products.  The  Emergency  Management  Director,  with  the  help  of 
the  Selectmen,  Road  Agent  and  John  Welch  of  F.E.M.A.  were  able 
to  procure  $38,000.00  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  to  defray  estimated  cost 
and  expenses  as  a  result  of  the  storm. 

FLASH  FLOOD  1998 

The  last  Saturday  in  June  1998  was  a  day  no  one  will  forget  in 
Dorchester.   In  4  hours,  a  Flash  Flood  took  a  major  portion  of  Route  118 
and  7  other  areas  around  town.  The  most  noticeable  and  costly  dam- 
age occurred  on  Streeter  Woods  Road  around  Davenport  Hill  and  the 
property  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Holmes.  The  Town  hired  an  engineer 
to  design  up-grades  which  will  allow  the  area  to  handle  2.5  times  more 
water  than  before.  Again,  town  officials  worked  together  and  the  town 
qualified  for  $76,000.00  in  assistance. 

This  year  has  been  a  record  setting  year,  and  I  hope  the  position  of 
Emergency  Management  Director  for  the  Town  of  Dorchester  will  once 
again  return  to  a  quiet  and  uneventful  position.  I  thank  all  those  who 
helped,  and  all  those  who  were  patient  and  let  us  do  our  job.

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PEMI-BAKER  SOLID  WASTE  DISTRICT 
1998  ANIVTAL  REPORT 

The  Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  District  committee  met  six  times  during 
the  1 998  calendar  year.  The  District  continued  its  ongoing 
commitment  to  the  proper  disposal  of  hazardous  waste  in  1998  with 
its  annual  universal  waste  collection.  Residents  from  each  District 
town  brought  paint,  batteries,  and  fluorescent  light  tubes  to  their 
town's  facility.  This  material  was  later  consolidated  at  four  district 
facilities  for  pickup.  This  year's  collection  resulted  in  the  District 
properly  disposing  of  nearly  6,300  feet  of  fluorescent  light  tubes 
and  other  assorted  fluorescent  lamps  and  over  2,000  gallons  of 
paint.  Batteries  that  were  collected  this  year  will  be  disposed  of  at 
the  District's  1 999  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection.  The 
District  received  a  grant  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
Department  of  Environmental  Services  (NHDES)  to  help  cover  the 
costs  of  disposal  and  the  coordination  of  the  program. 

As  noted  above,  the  District  will  once  again  organize  a  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  in  1999.  The  collection  date  has 
been  set  for  June  5th,  with  collection  sites  being  hekl  at  the 
Campton/Thomton,  Plymouth,  and  Rumney  transfer  stations.  The 
District  will  also  organize  the  paint,  battery,  and  fluorescent  light 
tube  collection  from  April  through  October. 

In  1 999.  the  District  will  purchase  a  Freon  recovery  unit  which  will 
be  rotated  between  District  towns  on  an  as-needed  basis,  thereby 
eliminating  the  need  for  each  town  to  arrange  for  Freon  removal  and 
pay  the  associated  costs.  This  Is  just  one  of  many  possible 
cooperative  ventures  as  the  District  continues  with  Its  goal  of 
helping  members  minimize  the  Increasing  costs  of  solid  waste 
management. 

Citizens  interested  in  participating  in  the  process  are  welcome  to 
attend  the  District  meetings.  Each  town  receives  notices  of 
upcoming  meetings  and  information  regarding  the  place  and  time  of 
meetings  Is  available  at  your  town  office.

The  Plymouth  Regional  Qinic  is  a  nonprofit,  all-volunteer  organization  providing 
general  medical  care  to  area  residents  who  have  limited  incomes  and  no  health 
insurance.  The  clinic  has  been  open  one  evening  a  week  since  July  1994  and 
has  provided  care  for  over  1 ,200  patient  visits. 

SERVICES: 

Plymouth  Regional  Qinic  provides  general  medical  care  to  area  residents  who 
have  no  health  insurance  and  whose  income  is  limited.  If  specialized  care  is 
required,  we  will  assist  patients  in  arranging  that  care.  Medical  care  provided  at 
the  Clinic  is  free,  but  patients  may  need  to  pay  for  some  referral  services,  tests, 
and  prescriptions.  The  Clinic  cannot  provide  the  following:  emergency  care, 
obstetrical  care,  family  planning,  or  screening  for  sexually  transmitted  diseases 
(i.e.VC,  HIV).  We  will  assist  patients  in  securing  these  services  elsewhere. 
Many  clinic  evenings  a  social  worker  will  be  available  to  provide  patients  with 
information  on  other  programs  or  services  which  may  be  of  assistance  to  them. 

WHERE  AND  WHEN: 

Family  Planning  has  generously  allowed  the  Clinic  the  use  of  their  offices  at  the 
Whole  Village  Family  Resource  Center,  258  Highland  Street  in  Plyrrwuth  on 
Tuesday  evenings  from  6  to  8  p.m.  Patients  are  seen  on  a  "^walk-in"  basis,  there 
is  no  need  to  make  an  appointment.  On  busy  evenings,  patients  may  have  to 
wait  to  see  a  health-care  provider,  but  we  will  do  our  best  to  keep  the  wait  as 
short  as  possible. 

STAFF: 

Everyone  who  works  at  the  Plymouth  Regional  Clinic  is  a  volunteer.  The 
physicians,  nurse  practitioners,  nurses,  and  social  workers  are  all  area 
professkjnals  who  enable  the  Clinic  to  provide  quality  health  care.  Volunteers 
take  turns  working  at  the  Clinic,  so  patients  may  not  see  the  same  physician, 
nurse  practitioner,  nurse,  or  social  worker  at  each  visit. 

WHO  IS  ELIGIBLE: 

The  Clinic  serves  people  who  have  no  health  insurance  and  whose  income  falls 
below  the  given  guidelines.  Those  who  have  Medcaid,  Medicare,  or  private 
health  insurance  (either  individually  or  through  an  employer)  are  not  eligible.  If 
you  have  questions  about  eligibility  or  services,  call  (603)  536-4467
